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PREFACE 

This Catalogue presents in one list the palseographical resources of the 
Central Library of the University and of the Libraries of University and 
King's Colleges. It does not contain actual manuscript material belonging 
to any one of these three libraries ; nor does it include works dealing with the 
study of the palaeography of Oriental languages. 

The entries are arranged alphabetically under headings and sub-headings 
and, where the subject of a work makes it desirable, the entry is repeated 
under more than one heading. By this means all cross references are avoided. 
Articles in j ournals are catalogued under the names of their respective authors. 
Works produced by a Society or Institution are, as a rule, entered under 
the name of the Society or Institution ; in a few cases, however, such works 
are catalogued under the name of the general editor. In this respect a cer- 
tain amount of consistency has been sacrificed to the desire to catalogue 
books under the heading by which they are commonly known. In all such 
cases books are entered in the index at the end of the catalogue under as 
many different headings as necessary. Reference should be made to the 
.index in aU. cases of doubt. 

This catalogue is one of a series of printed catalogues which show in great 
measure the resources of the Libraries of the Universities of London. A 
printed catalogue of the Library of the old University of London when it 
was situated at Burhngton . Gardens (including the Grote and De Morgan 
Libraries) was prepared by Thomas Nichols of the British Museum and 
pubUshed in 1876. Additional Usts of books acquired between that date and 
1897 were pubhshed later. The entries in the catalogue and in the sup- 
plementary Usts were abridged, and pubhshed in 1897 as a " hand-catalogue " 
with an alphabetico-classed index by R. W. Chambers. Classified hsts of 
accessions have since been pubUshed from time to time. A catalogue of 
Manuscripts and Autograph Letters, with a description of the mai^uscript 
life of the Black Prince which has been placed on permanent loan in the 
Central University Library by His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, has 
recently been compiled by R. A. Rye. 

As regards the collections in the Library- of University College, a General 
Catalogue in three volumes was pubUshed in 1879, and various supplements 
followed which cover the period 1880 to 1900. A catalogue of the Medical 
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and Biological Collections was published in 1887. A catalogue of the Dante 
Library, compiled by R. W. Chambers , was published in 1910, and a catalogue 
of Periodicals, by L. Newcombe, Sub-Librarian of University College, ap- 
peared in 1912. As regards other special collections, the catalogue of the 
Mocatta Library was compiled by R. A. Rye and published in 1904 before 
the collection was presented to University College, and various supplements 
have since been printed. A catalogue of the Whitley Stoke^ Celtic Library 
is now ready for press.
